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This is a decision on petitioner's request filed October 28, 2004, to review the holding of abandonment 
mailed September 21, 2004 for failxire to file a proper response to the Office action mailed November 25, 
2003. There is no fee required for this petition. 

In support of the request and as required by 37 CFR 1 .8(b), petitioner has submitted a copy of a 
communication that included a Request for Continued Prosecution (RCE), authorization for a one-month 
extension of time request, and a Certificate of Transmission under 37 CFR 1.8, all bearing a certificate of 
facsimile transmission dated March 25, 2004.
